Since McClellan’s loss would be 
Tobyhanna’s gain, the idea of strap- 
ping the transfer of thousands of jobs 
to the Scranton area drew quick criti- 
cism from the Pennsylvania congres- 
sional delegation. 

“Any compromise or special deal 
for McClellan would be a blatant 
political maneuver targeted toward 
nothing but winning California’s 54 
electoral college votes,” wrote Sen. 
Rick Santorum, a Republican, who 
urged Clinton to accept the commis- 
sion’s original plan. 

Clinton has until July 15 to accept 
the commission’s list of recommenda- 
tions or return the list to the commis- 
sion for revisions.

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Soldier’s 
release leads 
to violence

BELFAST, Northern Ireland — 
Rioters threw gasoline bombs and 
torched cars and buildings before 
dawn in the third straight day of 
violence over the early parole of a 
British soldier convicted of murder- 
ing a Roman Catholic woman. 

It has been by far the worst dis- 
play of Catholic anger since the 
Irish Republican Army began a 
cease-fire last September. 

The riots that started Monday 
resumed Tuesday night and contin- 
ued until 5 a.m. Wednesday after 
anti-police protests staged by the 
IRA-supporting Sinn Fein party 
turned violent outside five stations 
in west, north and east Belfast. 

Sinn Fein leader Gerry Adams 
urged working-class Catholics to 
protest peacefully and denied alle- 
gations by police and moderate 
Catholic politicians that Sinn Fein 
was encouraging violence. 

“Sinn Fein was not involved in 
orchestrating anything other than 
peaceful demonstrations. ... I’m 
appealing for calm,” he said. 

More than 60 gasoline bombs 
were thrown at the New Barnsley 
police station, one of the main 
police-army barracks in Catholic 
west Belfast. Officers fired plastic 
bullets to drive the attackers off.

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Some students homeless between contracts

Many BYU students are left temporarily homeless 
at the end of a semester or term when housing con- 
tracts expire before new ones begin. 

During winter semester, BYU’s last day of final 
exams was April 27. But one BYU student, Scott 
Ottley, said his contract expired April 24, the first 
day of finals. 

Ottley, a senior from Kennewick, Wash., majoring 
in construction management, said his landlady told 
him and his roommates they could pay extra to stay 
in the rented house a few more days. 

Ottley said he chose to not pay the extra rent 
because he wanted to save money. He also didn’t 
want the hassle of renting a motel room, he said. 

Ottley stored his belongings in the bed of his truck 
and slept in the cab until he could move into his 
new apartment in May, he said. 

“I can sleep anywhere,” he said. “It was pretty 
cold. I had classes and tests and then work. I stud- 
ied a little bit at work.” 

Two other bYU students considered renting a U- 
Haul truck for their belongings and camping behind 
it when their contract expired April 29. Their new 
contracts didn’t begin until May 1, and they weren’t 
allowed to move in sooner, they said. 

“Tt was a really big mess that weekend. 
Everybody was just scrambling,” said Wendy 
Zimmerman, a sophomore from Penrose, Colo., 
majoring in theater education. 

She and her roommates were still arguing about 
where to park the U-Haul when they realized they 
could pay extra rent to stay longer, she said. 

Renting the U-Haul was basically a last resort, 
said Zimmerman’s roommate Kathryn Painter, a 
UVSC junior from Price majoring in business man- 
agement. 


“We didn’t know what else to do,” Painter said. 

Raintree Apartments had to turn away students 
who wanted to move in early spring term, said 
receptionist Kim Kormylo. 

Kormylo, a senior from Brookings, S.D., said she 
also had to find somewhere to live between semes- 
ters. She went to St. George one weekend with a 
friend, packing all her belongings in the car, she 
said. 

‘Although managers of some apartment complexes 
will allow students to stay in their apartments after 
contract expiration for a small fee each day, not all 
complexes can do this, said Trina Goodstead, recep- 
tionist at Branbury Park. 

“We only extended one day because we had to get 
the summer students in,” Goodstead said. Residents 
could only stay after their winter contracts expired 
if their apartments would be vacant the next term, 


~ she said. 


Time for cleaning and inspecting apartments is 
precious, said John Pace, manager of BYU’s off- 
campus housing office. 

“One of the great problems the landlord has is get- 
ting apartments clean and ready for new tenants,” 
Pace said. 

Students can avoid becoming temporarily home- 
less by not signing untimely contracts, said Steve 
Nielsen, a BYU off-campus housing official. BYU 
officials could create uniform off-campus housing 
dates if BYU owned the complexes and leased 
apartments, he added. 

“The only thing that can be done is to advise stu- 
dents they have the right to negotiate the date with 
the owner,” he said. 

Sometimes housing contracts expire before 
University of Utah students have a place to go, said 
Sheri McDaniel, manager of Caledonian 
Apartments in Salt Lake City. 

“That goes along with trying to find an apart- 


ment,” McDaniel said. | 

Tenants need to look out for their own interests 
before signing a contract, she said. 

“Approach managers and sce how flexible they 
are on when you move out,” she advised. “Don’t 
sign a contract that’s not going to be convenient to 
you and your schooling. It’s renter beware.” 

Landlords try to help students who need to stay 
after their contract expires or who need to move in 
earlier, Pace said. 

“We have lots of complaints. It comes up every 
year from a few. When their landlord can’t help 
them, we suggest going to another landlord or stay- 
ing with a friend,” he said. 

Monthly contracts might help the problem, Painter 
said. However, if contracts were monthly, landlords 
would have more power over tenants, Pace said. 

“The landlords can end the contract any time they 
want and raise the rent. They can give notice to end 
the lease and give notice to change the lease, and 
they can do it every month if they want,” he said. 

Managers of apartment complexes could choose 
common contract dates themselves, said Shaile 
Clegg, who works in the office of Centennial 
Apartments. 

“I wish the complexes could have all worked 
together so we wouldn’t have that problem,” Clegg 
said. 

Common contract dates would reduce the amount 
of students who have no place to go between terms 
and semesters, Kormylo said. 

“Tt would be really smart if everybody got togeth- 
er with that. Then we wouldn’t have that problem,” 
she said. 

Agreement on uniform contract dates wouldn’t 
completely alleviate the situation, Pace said. 

“Tt’s not going to satisfy all the students or ten- 
ants, because not all students have the same needs,” 
he said. 
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Terrorist actions banned in new Israeli pact 


JERUSALEM — Israel confirmed new details Wednesday of an emerging 
breakthrough on expanding Palestinian self-rule, but it also added a warning: 
attacks on Israelis by militants opposed to the peace process must stop. 

Foreign Minister Shimon Peres delivered the warning with the announcement 
that Israel’s withdrawal from the West Bank will expand with phased troop 
pullouts from four towns before Palestinian elections this year. 

“T think that the Palestinians who enter the cities understand very well that if 
there will be terrorism, everything that was agreed upon will not stand the test 
of reality,” Peres told reporters. 

Scores of Israelis have been killed in attacks in the 14 months since 
Palestinian self-rule was established in the Gaza Strip and the West Bank area 
of Jericho under the first stage of a September 1993 Israel-PLO accord. 

[he West Bank pullout is far more complicated than the first stage because 
135,000 Jewish settlers live throughout the territory — compared to 5,000 in 
Gaza and none in Jericho. 


Religious fraternity protests property taxes 


VANCE SPRINGS — An anti-tax war in the name of God is being waged in 
Beaver County. 

The Fraternity of Preparation has spent 10 years trying to prove it is not sub- 
ject to property taxes. They have refused to pay taxes on their land in Vance 
Springs since moving there in 1984. 

The 12 members feel they should not have to pay property taxes because the 
land belongs to God. 

Talmage Weis, spokesman for the Immanuel Foundation, said he is confident 
they will not have to pay the property tax. 

“We are fighting for the rights that are guaranteed us under the Constitution,” 
he said. 

Weis said the Utah Constitution states that property used exclusively for reli- 
gious purposes is not subject to property taxes. 


International postal rates increase Sunday 


WASHINGTON — The cost of sending mail overseas rises Sunday. 

Letters to most countries will cost 60 cents per half ounce and 40 cents for 
each additional ounce. Post cards will cost 50 cents. 

With the new rates, letters to Canada will cost 46 cents for the first half ounce 
and 52 cents for a full ounce. Postcards will be 40 cents. 

Letters to Mexico will cost 40 cents for the first half ounce and 46 cents for a 
full ounce. Post cards will cost 35 cents. 

Aerogrammes, single sheets of lightweight paper that folds to form its own 
envelope, will cost 50 cents to all countries. 

Express Mail, international parcel and bulk mail rates will vary depending on 
weight and destination. 

International rates were not changed in January when the price of mailing let- 
ters within the country increased to 32 cents for the first ounce.

Orem City Council, neighbors 
work to keep family housed

A decision last week by the Orem 
City Council to develop land that will 
eventually expand-the-Orem-City 
cemetéry could result in the demoli- 
tion of Lisa Pennini’s second home in 
two years. 

According to Stephen Dunaway, 
who is the bishop of Pennini’s local 
ward of The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, the city was willing 
to let her live in the house, but legal 
issues surfaced because the home is 
on bond property. Such property can- 
not show preference for a specific 
individual, cannot be leased for profit 
and must be improved within the next 
fiscal year. 

The council decided not to renew 
Pennini’s lease when it expires next 
spring because of the obligation the 
city has to develop the land, said Jim 
Reams, Orem’s assistant city manag- 
er. 

“We're willing to work closely with 
Ms. Pennini to do whatever we can,” 
Reams said. “The cemetery expansion 
will not actually take place for several 
years, but because of our require- 
ments to improve the property, we 
will most likely develop a park setting 
where kids can practice soccer or 
something.” 

Pennini moved to Utah six years ago 
with her 11-year-old son. 

After living with friends for five 
years she was able to rent a small 
home on the edge of the cemetery. 


Members of her ward donated time, 
supplies and money to try to bring the 
rental home-up to code. 

According ‘to Reams, the city pur- 
chased the property for cemetery 
expansion and demolished the home 
when it did not meet code. 

“My son and_I stood there and 
watched them demolish all that the 
ward members had put into it,” said 
Pennini. 

The city offered to lease Pennini 
another rental home nearby. She 
moved into the new home a year ago, 
only to have the pipes break and the 
house flood. The ward members came 
to her rescue again, remodeling yet a 
second home. 

When ward members realized that 
Pennini’s future in the second home 
was unsure, Mike Rasmussen, a fel- 
low ward member, headed ward 
efforts to lobby Orem City on 
Pennini’s behalf. More than 150 sig- 
natures appeared on the petition deliv- 
ered to the city council. 

“At no time did I feel the city owed 
the land to me or my son,” Pennini 
said. “It’s just hard for me to explain 
to him that we are losing our home 
again.” 

Through the erforts of Pennini’s 
ward members and the Orem City 
Council, several options are being 
explored in an effort to allow Pennini 
to stay in the area. 

“Never in my life have I seen any- 
thing like this,” said Pennini. “I want 
people to know what a real ward 
does.”

Advancement vice-president R.J. 
Snow said, “It was a close, difficult 
decision, and it was mainly a matter 
of direction. What we have now is 
experience combined with a new 
range of contacts an¢ outside perspec- 
tive.” 

Fehlberg will officially take the 
reigns from current athletic director 
Clayne Jensen in early July, becoming 
BYU’s seventh men’s athletic direc- 
tor. 

Jensen leaves BYU after 22 years of 
administrative work with the athletic 
department. He served for 18 years as 
dean of the College of Education and 
has spent the last four years as associ- 
ate advancement vice-president and 
interim athletic director. 

Jensen is an educator, author and 
administrator who has put great 
emphasis on the student-athlete and 
the role of education in athletics dur- 
ing his time at BYU. 

Jensen said he realizes Fehlberg will 
bring his own approaches and ideas to 
the department. 

“The top priority of the athletic 
department is to have the most suc- 
cessful program possible within the 
framework of this institution,’ Jensen 
said. “Different things need to be 
done. to accomplish that, and every- 
body has a different approach.” 

Fehlberg says his approach to the 
job will first be to learn what has 
made the program a success before 
making suggestions for change. 

“Tf it ain’t broke don’t fix it,” 


‘Fehlberg said. “We’ve sot a good 


thing going here and my first priority 
is to listen and learn from the people 
who have made the program great. 
But there are a few things we need to 
change.” 

Fehlberg, a former BYU wrestling 
All-American and law school gradu- 
ate, has spent his career in the busi- 
ness world. He is leaving a lucrative 
executive position at Pennzoil where 
he directed international relations 
efforts. 

Fehlberg’s extensive background 
with business and international rela- 
tions have shaped his high vision for 
BYU athletics. 

The role of athletics in Fehlberg’s 
mind is to carry the values and mis- 
sion of BYU to the world, a vision 
that requires the harmonizing of acad- 
emic, athletic and missionary aspects 
of BYU athletics. 

“We've only scratched the surface 
on what the athletic department can 
do to fulfill the mission of the univer- 
sity and the church,” Fehlberg said. 
“The athletic department is the most 
visible product of this university and 
we want to create:a seamless, inte- 
grated marriage.of:the.academic,..ath-

letic and ;church arms of what we’re 
doing. It’s never been tried that way 
before.” 

Fehlberg is assuming responsibility 
of an athiétic program in fine shape, 
Jensen said. 

However, there are some difficult 
and unique challenges the men’s pro- 
gram will have to deal with under 
Fehlberg’s leadership. 

“There are two very big problems 
facing BYU athletics,” Jensen said. 
“The first problem is dealing with the 
increasing difficulty of financing pro- 
grams that are becoming ever more 
expensive.-The second problem is the 
difficulty of admission. BYU is 
becoming an elite undergraduate insti- 
tution, and that complicates athletics 
because you don’t have the same large 
pool of recruits to choose from.” 

Financing the athletic programs is a 
major concern for Fehlberg. He feels 
that maintaining a healthy basketball 
and football program are key to 
financing the future. 

“Basketball and football are the 
geese that laid the golden egg’ and we 
have to make sure they are healthy,” 
Fehlberg said. “The success of the 
80’s was great, but we didn’t realize 
the world would change so fast. We 
are competing with the entertainment 
in Salt Lake and the television. To get 
people back in the stands, we’ve got

Finding athletes who want to be a 
part of the university, meet the aca- 
demic criteria and embrace the 
moral standards is another top prior- 
ity for Fehlberg.

Moody’s responsibilities as the cur- 
rent Miss Utah include making 
appearances at local pageants, speak- 
ing and performing around the state, 
as well as competing in the Miss 
America pageant, Moody said. 

Miss Utah has also been declared as 
the official hostess for the state by the 
Utah Legislature, said Rosanne 
Nielsen, state executive director and 
producer of the Miss Utah Pageant.
